Popular Civil War Author, Henry Kyd 
Douglas Was College Classmate of 
Local Resident — As a Confederate 
Major Had Interesting Exper­ 
iences While Held as a Wound­ 
ed Prisoner Here After Battle 


Early in the evening of July I, 
1863 a young Confederate officer 
rode up Baltimore street, Gettysburg. 
at the head of a small detachm ent 
of Johnson’s Division. Ewell’s Corps. 
Standing in front of his residence, 
smoking a cigar, stood the prosecut­ 
ing attorney of Adams county. 
“May I have a light from your 
cigar?” asked the young Confederate 
officer as he drew rein. 
"Certainly, Major Douglas,” re­ 
plied the Gettysburg citizen. “W on’t 
you come in and visit with m e?” 
College Classmates 
The officer was M ajor Henry Kyd 
Douglas. The Gettysburg citizen was 
William Addison Duncan, father of 
Schmucker Dunoan now residing on 
West Lincoln avenue, Gettysburg. 
The elder Mr. Duncan had recog­ 
nized the young officer as his in ti­ 
m ate classmate at Franklin 
and 
M arshall college, Lancaster. 
The 
two had been closely associated in 
college activities from 1853 to 1857, 
had founded a Greek letter fra te r­ 
nity and were bosom companions. 
M ajor Douglas visited the D un­ 
cans th at evening. He told them of 
the engagem ent th at day, a t the 
west end of town, between a van­ 
guard of Lee’s Army and a detach­ 
m ent of Union troops under G en­ 
eral Reynolds. He also informed the 
Duncans th at another and more 
severe battle would be fought the 
following day and 
then casually 
asked: 
Asks for Refuge 
“If I ’m wounded in tomorrow’s 
engagem ent may I be taken to your 
hom e?” He was assured by 
the 
Duncans th a t they would do all 
they could for him in event of his 
being wounded, 
The Confederate officer told the 
Duncans, before he left to rejoin his 
troops, that if they or any of their 
friends were molested by the S outh­ 


ern soldiers they should report to 
General Ewell, th at the latter had 
ordered his m en not to interfere 
with the citizens of Gettysburg in 
any way. 
Major Douglas, youngest member 
of General Johnson’s staff, formerly 
under General Stonewall Jackson, 
was severely wounded in the left 
shoulder the following day and was 
taken prisoner by the Union troops.

November,

years after his experiences at Get-

They do more things today 
in an open way, as expressive of 
their vital nature, b u t they arc no 
worse th an those of a previous gen­ 
era hon? in fact I do not believe they 
are “worse” a t all! They are better. 
These young people love beauty, 
life in the open, action, variety, the 
natural expression of their inner 
feelings. G et to the bottom of their 
hearts and you will find real, pure 
gold. 
Even the appearance of reckless­ 
ness on the p art of the young folks 
today, is nothing to be alarm ed at. 
They are not “bad,” but full blood­ 
ed, healthy, am bitious and daring. 
And do not believe they are not relig­ 
ious because you don’t see them in 
church more. They are forever do­ 
ing service, in a score or more ways 
th at prove their worth and caliber. 
Those who seem wildest in their 
actions are often the tenderest and 
most sterling in natu re and would 
sacrifice gladly for another, or their 
lives in defense of their country! 
I have yet to talk to, or to know 
a young m an or woman, wrho wasn’t 
religious in nature, in an honest 
m anner, when you got right down 
to understanding him or her.

Senate Votes Today on 
House Approved 
$7,000,000,000

W ashington, M arch 2—Congres­ 
sional appropriating m achinery to ­ 
day milled ahead on eleven billion 
dollars of expenditures for ships, 
airplanes, guns and other sinews of 
war. 
The senate appropriations com ­ 
m ittee arranged an unusual S a tu r­ 
day session to vote on the house- 
approved $7,000,000,000 fund for aid­ 
ing em battled “democracies,” and 
leaders predicted the m easure would 
m eet senate approval by nightfall 
Monday. 
Four Billion Supplemental 
Forw arded by the house yesterday 
for senate consideration was a $4,- 
073,810,074 supplem ental defense a p ­ 
propriation to speed up the a rm a­ 
m ent program on the home fro n t 
and provide industrial production 
adequate for the needs of 4,000,000 
fighting men. 
The foreign-aid appropriation won 
the unanim ous approval of an a p ­ 
propriations subcommittee yesterday, 
and leaders said it would be taken 
up by the senate Monday, with little 
debate expected. 
Nye Continues Fighting 
Senator Nye (R.-N. D .)t a m em ber 
of the subcommittee, sought unsuc­ 
cessfully to cut the $7,000,000,000 in 
half and said he would renew Hie 
effort in the full committee.

Agricultural, industrial and 
other commodities, $1,350,000,000. 
8.) O ther expenses $250,000,000.

No. 183--The Eckert (Eagert) Family 


i S we continue our survey in 
“ C hrist Reformed churchyard, 
located near Littlestown, Pennsyl­ 
vania, we present to our readers 
John Eckert (Eagert), soldier of the 
Revolution. 
The inscriptions from 
the m arkers a t the graves of this 
m an and his wife are as follows: 
“In 
memory of 
John Eckert 
I torn April ll, 1733 
died April I, Itll. 
— Aged 78 years.” 


“In 
memory of 
Catharine Pfoutt 
— wife of 
John Eckert 
Bom 1740 
Died 1815. 
— Aged 75 years.” 
D uring the war of the American 
Revolution John Eckert is listed as 
having served as a private a t Cam p 
Security in 1781. The reference for 
tills statem ent is to be found in the 
Pennsylvania Archives — Sixth S er­ 
ies — Volume 2 — Page 746. 
We know very little concerning 
Hie family of this soldier, and a 
thoro ugli search for all available 
records lias yielded absolutely n o th ­ 
ing. 
It is quite evident from the 
m arker inscription th a t before her 
m arriage Mrs. Eckert was C ath ar­ 
ine Pfoutz, but beyond th a t we have 
no data. 
Buried in 
Hie 
Eckert Plot in 
C hrist church cemetery we find tile 
graves of the following members of 
the fam ily: 
1. “Egtx'rt Eckerl/died June 13, 
1669./Aged 57 years and/4 m onths/.’’ 
Note; T he dates of this m an’s 
birtli and death would rather lead 
us to believe th a t he was a grand­ 
son of John Eckert, soldier of the 
Revolution, and his wife C atherine 
(Pfoutz) Eckert. However, we have 
no proof. 
2. “C ath arin e/wife of Egbert Eek- 
ertydied May 7,1891 ./Aged 74 years/ 
IO m ontlis and IO days/.” 
Note: Tile wife of the Egbert Eck­ 
ert m entioned above. 
3. “A braham Eckert/Born M ardi 
4, 1783./D ied August 15. 1865/Aged 
82 years/.” 
Note: We believe th a t tills m an 
was a son of John Eckert, soldier of 
the 
Revolution, 
and 
h i s 
w i f e 
C atherine 
(Pfoutz) 
Eckert. 
'Hie 
date of his birtli would suggest this 
relationship. 
4. “C atharine/w ife 
of 
Abraham 
E ckert/born 
April 
13, 
!784./Dled 


February 22, 1865/Aged 80 years/.” 
Note: The wife of tile A braham 
Eckert m entioned above, and sup­ 
posedly the daughter-in-law of John 
Eckert, soldier of the Revolution, 
and his wife C atherine 
(Pfoutz) 
Eckert. 
5. “Sybilla C atharineydaughter of 
C atharine and David H./E ck ert./ 
Born December IO, 1824./Died No­ 
vember 16, 1826/.” 
Note: This is quite evidently a 
granddaughter 
of J o h n 
Eckert, 
soldier of the Revolution, and his 
wife, 
C atherine 
(Pfoutz) 
Eckert. 
David Ecket was probably a brother 
of the A braham Eckert m entioned 
above. 
6. “N athaniel Jacob,/son of Eg­ 
bert a n d C atherlne/E ckert./B orn 
May 15, 1839./Died June 3, 1041/.” 
Note: If Egbert Eckert was a 
grandson of John Eckert, soldier of 
the Revolution, and his wife, C a th ­ 
erine (Pfoutz) Eckert, this little boy 
would be a great-grandson of the 
couple. 
Of course this is only a 
surmise. 
We can add no additional infor­ 
m ation to this brief sketch, and we 
I egret tills very much for we know 
full well th a t it is far from compete. 
If any of our readers have any 
fu rth er data, we would be glad to 
include it in tills column a t some 
future date.

IE next soldier of the Revolu­ 
tion on our list whose grave is 
to be found in Christ church cem e­ 
tery is one, M ichael Will. So fa r as 
we know' the grave of this m an is 
unm arked and we have been unable 
to find any records pertaining to 
him . 
However, no W ednesday, No­ 
vem ber 7, 1821, tile following was 
published: 
“Died — Michael Will of L ittles­ 
town. aged 85 years. A soldier of the 
Revolution he was wounded a t the 
B attle of Brandywine. 
B urial was 
m ade in C hrist C hurch Burying 
G round.” 
W e consider the above to be ade­ 
quate proof of another unm arked 
grave of a soldier of the Revolution, 
located somewhere w ithin the con­ 
fines of this old cemetery. 
We have been told Uiat t ’ e Jacob 
Will, whose grave is also to dc found 
in this cemetery, was a brother of 
M ichael Will, and th a t Jacob Will 
also was a soldier of the Revolution. 
We have been unable, thus far, to 
locate a record for such service, but 
we hope th a t in time such infor­ 
m ation will be forthcoming.

Currently at issue is the right of 
the Penn Dairys Inc., of Lancaster, 
to sell half-pints to the Indiantow n 
G ap m ilitary post a t 2.15 cents each 
as compared with the commission’s 
minimum of 2.5 cents. 
Question of Jurisdiction 
Frank E. Coho, attorney for the 
commission, said an order would 
be issued “w ithin a few days” di­ 
recting the dairy to conform with 
the commission’s m inim um . 
At a 
hearing, he added, the 
company 
contended it was not subject to the 
commission’s jurisdiction because: 
1) 
I t was dealing 
directly 
with the federal governm ent on 
its Indiantown G ap sales. 
2) 
The state m inim um price 
was higher than it ought to be. 
Coho asserting the dairy had 
not petitioned th e commission 
to raise the m inim um nor indi­ 
cated it intended to, said: 
“We intend to carry this as far as 
possible, to the S tate Suprem e court, 
then to the United States Supreme 
court. No m atter who is victorious 
in the lower courts either the com­ 
mission or the com pany will carry 
the case higher.” 
He asserted the question had come 
up before in the lower courts but 
th a t it had never been finally de 
elided. * “Now we w ant to get it 
settled definitely,” he said.

tysburg and thirty-seven years after 
his death, the diaries and personal 
notes of M ajor Douglas were pub­ 
lished in book form, “I Rode W ith 
Stonewall.” It recounts "The war 
experiences of the youngest member 
of Jackson’s Staff.” And in it M ajor 
Douglas tells his own story of O et 
tysburg: the care and attention he 
received 
while 
convalescing; 
the 
hum an 
interest 
experiences 
with 
men and women of G ettysburg now 
vividly recalled by their descendants. 
as stories told and re-told by their 
parents. 
Major Douglas Wounded 
M ajor Douglas was wounded on 
the m orning of July 2, 1863. He was 
carried to the farm home of Henry 
ricking, one-half mile from 
the 
Lincoln Highway E ast on the H un­ 
terstown road. Mr. Picking was the 
father of the late H arry C. Picking 
who was treasurer of Gettysburg 
College. The latter’s widow now re­ 
siding in the Dougherty and Hartley 
building, C enter Square, Gettysburg. 
During ills convalescent period at 
the Lutheran Theological Seminary, 
which was used as a hospital after 
the battle. 
M ajor Douglas often 
visited the W illiam A. D uncan’s at 
their home which was then located 
where the A. & P. store now stands 
on Baltimore street, Gettysburg. 
M ajor Douglas left his Confederate 
uniform with the Duncans when he 
was transferred to Baltim ore and 
never reclaimed it. 
He returned to Gettysburg on 
three later occasions. 
Addresses Literary Group 
The first was when he was the 
principal speaker a t a joint meeting 
of the Phrenakosm ian and Philo- 
m athaean literary societies of G et­ 
tysburg (then Pennsylvania) Col­ 
lege. At th a t tim e he was intro­ 
duced by William A. Duncan. In 
the course of his address he used 
the phrase which is included in 
his preface to his book ”. . . I can­ 
not go back on the boy soldier of 
*61, whose hair was as black as his 
coat is now and whose coat was as 
grey as his hair is now . . ." The 
meeting was held in the College 
Lutheran Church. 
His next visit was on the occasion 
of the dedication of the 2nd M ary­ 
land In fantry Regim ent memorial 
on Culp’s Hill. 
T his was formerly 
the 1st M aryland Regiment, then 
changed to the 2nd and is now tile 
5th 
M aryland 
Regim ent 
of 
the 
M aryland National G uard. It is one 
of two m onum ents erected on the 
Battlefield 
to 
Confederate 
Regi­ 
ments. 
T he other is the one to 
Hood’s Texans on East Confederate 
avenue. 
Major Douglas last visited the 
Battlefield some time before his 
death. At th a t tim e he was accom­ 
panied by Mrs. Nellie G rant Sartoris, 
daughter of G eneral U. S. G rant, 
and who m arried an English noble­ 
man. 
Gettysburg References 
In his chapter "Wounded and 
in Prison” M ajor Douglas writes of 
visit from Sam uel M. Smucker 
who . was the oldest son of the late 
Dr. S. S. Schm ucker, founder of 
Gettysburg Sem inary, College and 
Academy. Samuel M. Smucker was 
brother of Miss Catherine W. 
Schmucker who m arried William A. 
Duncan, college classm ate of Major 
Douglas. Samuel M. Smucker was 


educated at Pennsylvania college 
and the College of the City pf New 
York. He was a Sergeant In the 
Tw enty-sixth 
Pennsylvania 
Regi­ 
m ent. After the war he practised 
Law and was Judge of the Court of 
Appeals of M aryland from 1898 until 
his death in 1911. William A D un­ 
can was a lawyer and was twice 
elected to Congress, passing away 
during his second term. 
Otilers m entioned in the book 
include: 
I 
Chauncey F Black, son of Jere­ 
m iah S. Black noted lawyer and 
Jurist of York, who was twice Lieu­ 
tenant Governor of Pennsylvania 
and defeated when he sought the 
Governorship. 
M ajor Henry' Kyd Douglas was 
born in 1840 in Sheperdstow'n, West 
Virginia. He graduated from F ran k ­ 
lin and M arshall College and in 
1860 was adm itted to the bar. He 
was the youngest member of Stone­ 
wall Jackson’s staff, was wounded 
six times and on more than one 
occasion' was cited for bravery. At 
the close of the war he was in com­ 
m and of the Light Brigade. After 
the w ar he practised law in H agers­ 
town and became prom inent in legal, 
political 
and 
m ilitary 
circles 
in 
M aryland. He died in 1903' 
Kept Accurate Record 
He kept an accurate record of his 
experiences during the wrar. 
He 
wrote the greater portion of the 
book immediately after the war and 
then proceeded to forget about it 
until 1899 when he was prevailed 
upon to rewrite the m anuscript. 
John Kyd Beckenbaugh, only sur­ 
viving nephew, inherited the origi­ 
nal m anuscripts, diaries, letters and 
photographs. It was not until more 
than 35 years after the death of the 
author th a t the book was published. 
Mr. Beckenbaugh died about two 
m onths ago.

SAYS MAJ. ELIOT 
AT C, OF C, MEET 


[By the Associated Press] 
Harrisburg, March 22 —The 24th 
annual 
convention 
of the state 
Chamber of Commerce closed Thurs­ 
day night with the re-election of 
Ralph E. Weeks of Scranton as presi­ 
dent and a statement to members 
that America Is already in the war, 
“We’re in thLs war," said Maj. 
G e o r g e Fielding Eliot, military 
analyst, “so we might as well go in 
up to our necks. Half victories don’t 
court. 
We mustn’t be misled by 
speeches declaring a certain help­ 
ful move Is an act of war. If we 
have to use our Navy and Air Force 
to convoy supplies to Great Britain 
then by all means let us do so.” 
Major Eliot’s address capped a 
day’s program that saw the chamber 
urge passage of a “home rule” act 
and approve the “general principles” 
of a senate bill revising the county 
tax assessment system and abolish­ 
ing the office of assessor. 
Right to Frame Charters 
The home rule act would in gen­ 
eral give cities the right to frame 
and amend their own charters and 
exercise powers of local self-gov­ 
ernment, with certain limitations. 
It is now in the hands of a senate 
; committee. 
Under the county assessment bill, 
elective district assessors would be 
j abolished and a new county board 


j of assessors and tax revision creat­ 
ed to handle their duties lh cooties 
of the fourth to eighth classes, in­ 
clusive. 
The board would be com­ 
posed of three county commissioners. 
The “whole fiscal picture, Includ­ 
ing 
expenditures, 
revenues 
and 
debt," would be examined by a con­ 
gressional agency as set forth In the 
chamber’s fiscal recommendations. 
A “ceiling” would be placed on the 
national debt limit.
